After hearing the evidence of Fire 
Chief Frank Fuller, the only witness 
to testify at the preliminary heating: 
in municipal court Judge J, H. W ar­ 
ner held that there wa^ sufficient evi­ 
dence to hold the defendant to dis­ 
trict court. 
Previous bonds of $2,000 which hail 
been set have been continued. 
Fire Chief Fuller identified the ex­ 
hibits as taken from the biasing budd­ 
ing the night of the fire. He said he 
took the waste from a hole in the wail 
and the tarpaj>er from the floor near 
the boxstove in the living room 
The chief gave damaging evidence 
He said that in addition to the waste 
in the wall he found waste in a cup­ 
board on the second floor and waste 
which had the odor of kerosene in a 
sewing machine drawer. 
When asked ‘f he could produce I he 
waste found in tile cupboard and tile 
sewing machine he stated th a t the 
waste in the cupboard was in th'* 
keeping of the county attorney’s office 
and that the waste in the sewing ma­ 
chine had disappeared after the fire. 
“We answered the call at 9?M p m. 
and from our observance the fire hod 
apparently started in the kitchen an i 
swept up the wall to the second floor 
and through the roof,” Chief Fuller 
raid as he told his story, "we were at­ 
tracted by an odor of kerosene. The 
shades of the windows were drawn 
down and chairs placed against them. 
The plaster behind the boxstove in th.' 
living room was broken in leaving a 
hole about four inches large with a 
quarter of pound of waste saturated 
with what smelled like kerosene in *t. 
We also found waste in the sewing 
machine which had a distinct odor r.f 
kerosene. On one side of the stove 
there was a half roll of tarpaper. In 
the stove there appeared to be the 
other half of the tarpaper. The draft* 
on the stove were wide open. 
W» 
found another handful! of oily w*as»e 
in a cupboard on the second floor. The 
fire had burned in the cabinet. 
The 
waste in the wall had not ignited nor 
had the waste in the drawer.” 
Chief Fuller further stated that a 
five gallon can of kerosene was found 
in the house which contained about 
one quart o! kerosene. He said he in- 
vehtigated the purchase of the kero­ 
sene and learned that one gallon of 
kerosene had been purchased on Jan­ 
uary 4.

W aste which had a distinctive odor 
of kerosene and a partial roll of ta r­ 
paper were presented as state exhibits 
this m orning in the preliminary h ear­ 
ing of Charles 
Eue, 
charged 
with 
arson in the second degree as the re­ 
sult of a fire in his home at 209 Sec­ 
ond avenue N. E. on Ja n u ary 9. 
After hearing the evidence of Fire 
Chief F ran k Fuller, the only witness 
to testify at the prelim inary hearing 
in municipal court Judge J. H. W ar­ 
ner held that there was sufficient evi­ 
dence to hold the defendant to dis­ 
trict court. 
Previous bonds of $2,000 which had 
been set have been continued. 
Fire Chief Fuller identified the ex­ 
hibits as taken from the blazing build­ 
ing the night of the fire. 
He said he 
took the waste from a hole iii the wall 
and the tarpaper from the floor near 
the boxstove in the living room. 
The chief gave dam aging evidence. 
He said th a t in addition to the waste 
in the wall he found waste in a cup­ 
board on the second floor and waste 
which had the odor of kerosene in a 
sewing m achine drawer. 
When asked :f he could produce the 
waste found in the cupboard and the 
sewing m achine he stated th at the 
waste in the cupboard was in th'? 
keeping of the county attorney’s office 
and that the w aste in the sewing m a­ 
chine had disappeared after the fire. 
“We answered the call at 9:55 p. rn. 
and from our observance the fire had 
apparently started in the kitchen a n i 
swept up the wall to the second floor 
and through the roof,” Chief Fuller 
said as he told his story, “we were at­ 
tracted by an odor of kerosene. 
The 
shades of the windows were draw n 
down and chairs placed against them. 
The plaster behind the boxstove in the 
living room was broken in leaving a 
hole about four inches large with a 
q uarter of pound of waste saturated 
with w hat .smelled like kerosene in it. 
We also found w aste in the sewing 
machine which had a distinct odor of 
kerosene. 
On one side of the stove 
there was a half roll of tarpaper. 
Tn 
the stove there appeared to be the 
other half of the tarpaper. The drafts 
on the stove were wide open. 
We 
found another handfull of oily waste 
in a cupboard on the second floor. The 
fire had burned in the cabinet. 
The 
waste in the wall had not ignited nor 
had the waste in the draw er.” 
Chief Fuller fu rth e r stated th at a 
five gallon can of kerosene was found 
in the house which contained about 
one quart ot kerosene. 
He said he in­ 
vestigated the purchase cf the kero­ 
sene and learned th a t one gallon of 
kerosene had been purchased on J a n ­ 
uary 4.

He r e - ’ 
trained from m entioning the recent 
severance of Mexico’s diplomatic re­ 
lations with Soviet Russia. 
“Our country lives at this moment,” I 
in* said, “on the most cordial rela-J 
lions with all the 
nations 
of 
the 
world, particularly with

States,” 
The president, with the exception 
of this brief reference to foreign af­ 
fairs, devoted himself to an exposition 
of tiu> national revolutionary party’s 
ideals and a general 
discussion

Mexico’s domestic problems. 
"The government over which I shall

sponsibility of entering fully Into the 
constructive phase of the revolution." 
In appealing for the assistance of 
Mexicans at home and abroad,

This declaration was his reply to a protest from the Institute 
of Margarine Manufacturers, which objected to the activity of a 
county agent in a “Use More Butter Campaign.” 
S. J. Ebl>ot, secretary of the institute at Washington, in his 
protest to President Frank suggested that, iii the judgment of 
margarine manufacturers, county, state and federal employes 
have no right “to promote the consumption of one domestic prod­ 
uct at the expense of another domestic product. 
Frank stated that he would agree with the protest in case of 
a trade war between competing Wisconsin products, but pointed 
out that “Wisconsin is the outstanding dairying state in the na­ 
tion."

FOG — AVIATION’S 
DEADLI­ 
EST FOE, is about to clear before 
the sun of scientific endeavor. 
Since last November ft series of 
remarkable experiments and tests 
have been carried out over the air 
route between New York and Bos­ 
ton. 
These tests have been under 
the supervision of the Airways 
Division of the United States De­ 
partment of Commerce which is 
vitally interested in the serious 
business of rendering the airways 
as safe as scientific ingenuity can 
devise. 
And aviation cannot he 


considered safe until man has over­ 
come the deadly danger of fog, 
which has been the direct cause of 
some of the most frightful disas­ 
ters of the air. 
The radio light beam now acts 
as the guiding spirit of the aviator 
in fog. 
It is the line over which 
he flies his ship, and the slightest 
deviation from his course, either to 
the right or left, is called to his 
attention 
by 
code 
signals 
that 
sound in his headphones, sent by 
the operator who is directing the 
device. 
The 
chief 
operator 
is 
Ralph C. Soney under whose super­ 


vision the tests were carried out/ 
His station is at Castle Island, 
where is located the transmitting 
point of the beam. 
The terminus 
of the beam is of course the flying 
field to insure a safe landing, 
which in a fog is both dangerous 
and difficult. 
When the pilot leaves the field 
a series of red lights flicker from 
the giant mast at Castle Island to 
attract his attention and so direct 
him to the path of the radio light 
beam. 
The beam is carried from 
the transmitting point to the air­ 
port by underground cable. 
It is 


quite narrow at the airport, becom­ 
ing broader as the distance grows 
and becoming quite narrow again 
as it nears the terminal point. 
As 
the aviator circles over the field 
he pushes a button and instantane­ 
ous contact is made wtih the trans­ 
mitting station by radio-telephonic 
communication. 
This anti-fog de­ 
vice has proved itself simple in 
operation and effective in results, 
and it is expected that the same 
method of making aviation safe 
from the hazard of fog will be ap­ 
plied ov?r other routes.
